As a matter of 
interstate comity .Professor Bickmore 
has been authorized to furnish other 
State superintendents, with.,one series 
of lectures. In that way the results of 
his labors may reach these Islands.. 


Professor Bickmore exhibited a num- 


ber of: slides,: consisting of maps, 
views of scenery/ such as Yosemite 
valley, flowers, etc., such as are used 
in New York. This kind of instruction 
is adapted to all grades of schools, 
from the kindergarten to universities. 


Professor Bickmore has secured over 


500 views of Hawaiian scenery and 
life, besides numbers of negatives from 
Professor Henshaw of Hilo and from 
Messrs. Williams, Davey and Silva of 
this city. The most Impressive of 
these views is the crater of Haleakala. 
Although the State of New York makes 
liberal appropriations for .the carrying 
of this work, Professor Bickmore de- 
frays all his own travelling expenses. 


The lecture was listened to with 


great interest from beginning to end, 
and the teachers were very enthusias- 
tic In their appreciation of the views 
exhibited.

Professor Seott followed with some 


remarks showing the true educational 
value of this instruction and how the 
subjects of the school curriculum are 
correlated thereby.

cific cable question in the Canadian 
Parliament was attested by Sir Charles 
Tapper's speech in the House of Com- 
mons on July 26th. The Opposition 
leader said: 


"Some time ago, when the Hon. 


Postmaster General placed his resolu- 
tions on the order paper, I had the 
great pleasure of congratulating 
the 


Comment upon the conclusion at 
which tfcey had arrived in relation to 
th}« Matter, and I now beg to add my 
hearty congratulations to my honor- 
able friend, Mr. Mulock, for the very 
lucid and able manner in which he 
Has put this important question before 
the House." 


In the course of his address on pre- 


senting the resolution, Mr. Mulock 
said: 


"Quite a few weeks ago the country 


appeared to 'be startled by the infor- 
mation that Great-Britain had given 
a monopoly to the Eastern Extension 
Cable Company, so that no other cable 
company could land in Hongkong with- 
in the period of twenty-five years after 
1893. 
When you come to read that 


agreement I see nothing in it to cause 
us to doubt for a moment that we es- 
tablish cable communication with the 
Orient when we establish connection 
by cable with Australia. That agree- 
ment provides that the Imperial Gov- 
ernment can purchase a line of cable, 
the second cable constructed between 
Singapore and Hongkong, for the sum 
of three hundred thousand pounds, 
which. I presume fairly represents its 
cost ;^ce;.;^ft vBnglish Gpvernmetit 
aajuire^ that cable therei ;onlyremains 
flw connecting link between the Main- 
land and Australasia to establish direct 
cable communication via Australia be- 
tween Canada and China and Japan. 
And it is inconceivable that if the two 
great Colonies of Canada and Austra- 
lasia have united themselves by cable, 
particularly in view of the fact that 
the Colonies of Australasia own tele- 
graph lines across their island conti- 
nent, anything can prevent us from 
forcing our way into China and Japan. 
Nor would it be necessary, I think, for 
oa in that case, even if Great Britain 
did not exercise her power of pre-emp- 
tkm in regard, to the cable between 
Singapore and Hongkong, to resort to 
that, because the Eastern 'Extension 
Company, which at present own that 
line, would recognize the irresistible 
force of the Empire, and be prepared 
to give fair rates, and thus make a 
duplication of the line unnecessary un- 
less an Increase of business should 
make such a step advisable for busi- 
ness reasons. Therefore I regard the 
proposition, though It nominally pro- 
Tides for communication only between 
Canada and'Australasia, as practically 
completing cable communication be- 
tween Canada and China and Japan. If 
so, it is for us to contemplate the use- 
fulness to the trade of Canada of such 
a development of cable communica- 
tion." 
CoatEming, he pointed out Canada's 


panuMNmt interest in cultivating the 
trade of the four hundred millions of 
China and Japan, towards which she 
had already accomplished so much by 
establishing steamship connection. Aft- 
er dwelling upon the Imperial aspect 
of the cable proposal, Mr. Mulock took 
np the financial view, quoting in proof 
of his assertion that no great burden 
would be imposed on Canada, the esti- 
mate of Mr. Fleming that the 
flrsj 


year's operation of the cable would 
yield a surplus of one hundred and 
fourteen thousand one hundred and fif- 
ty-seven pounds, and the fourth year's 
working two hundred and forty-nine 
thousand one hundred and forty-four 
pounds. However, whether there was 
profit or loss, the proposal in the res- 
olution involved Canada, which was 
interested to the 
extent of five- 


eighteenths. The board of manage- 
ment having been determined at eight 
members, Canada and Australasia had 
agreed to forego fractional claims, and 
to give England three, to three for 
Australia and two for Canada. While 
the trade of Canada and Australasia 
had largely improved last year, that 
increase had accrued despite the pro- 
hibitory rates for cable communication, 
which 
was so essential to modern 


methods, an ordinary message and re- 
ply costing fifty dollars by the pres- 
ent roundabout route. What, there- 
fore, might not b* expected in the way 
of development when direct communi- 
cation wait established and reasonable

Intending Purchasers of 


Land Warned. 


That the Olaa squatters are still in 


the ring is evidenced "by the notice they 
publish this week In local papers rela- 
tive to the sale of Olaa lands and the 
risk which bona fide purchasers run if 
they squander any of their wealth up- 
on this very elusive real estate, says 
the Hilo Tribune. They have con- 
structed an invisible but (so it seems 
to them) a very substantial picket 
fence around the area covered by moss' 
of the lots 6-310, or, in other -words, 
aboptfall the good and available land 
in the new tract They base their 
rights on .the following extract from 
the decision of the Attorney General 
rendered July 27: 


"The public lands of Hawaii cannot 


be disposed of except by special act of 
Congress." 


"This decision,", says Mr. feyan, who 


is a prime mover in this affair, "is good 
jantil tt is *fversed by'the Supreme 
Court of the'.United ^tes,"and ;w;e 
propose to hold bit ;to the tend upon 
which we have settled on the strength 
of this decision." 


The Land Department, 
however, 


claim to have received no instructions 
from the American Executive forbid-' 
ding them to proceed in the disposal 
of Hawaiian public lands and 
they 


propose to proceed with the sale -of 
this special tract at the time appoint- 
ed. The outcome of the affair will be 
awaited with interest

And Reciprocity With the 


United States'.

As the chief product of the British 


West Indies is sugar, and as cane su- 
gar is suffering from the fact that su- 
gar can now be made from a, product 
of Northern latitudes, and from tb.4 
artificial stimulus of beet-sugar boun- 
ties, the one thing of vttar importance 
to the British West Indies is to secure 
some advantage over beet sugar In. a 
large market. The difficulty of .getting 
this is obvious; the two great buyers 
of sugar are Great Britain and , the 
United States; the former Ir the sov- 
ereign of these island* an question, but 
is thoroughly committed 4o the poHcr 
of free trade, and eo far as her home 
interests are concerned i» unquestion- 
ably benefited by cheap sugar. If Ger- 
many would present her gratuitously 
with all the sugar she could use her 
benefit would be proportionally in- 
creased. The United States has no in- 
terest of its own In. the British West 
Indies. It is thoroughly committed to 
the policy of protection, and it has 
large sugar interests of Its own clam- 
oring for protection. 


Under the Dingley tariff the British 


West Indies secured reciprocity trea- 
ties with the United States,-out what- 
ever advantage these conferred was of 
a. negative character; they protected 
the islands from being severely dis- 
criminated against; In the past eight 
years our own sugapr,,.interest ^ has 
greatly increased and of course its po- 
litical influence has* increased. The 
sugar interest did not Uk&tfuiidea of 
free raw sugar and a^unty, but ,the 
bounty reconciled the; Louisiana plant* 
ere; now there is no bounty- in sight 
and these planters, have 'been rein- 
forced by the sugar-beet raisers pt the 
North. Hawaiian sugar has been on 
our free list for a quaj^er,of a century, 
but the theory of.that, which,was 
realized much of the, dime} was that 
the Island sugar only,afie$*ed the mar- 
ket on the Pacific coasts where there 
was no local production. -These* con- 
ditions have changedij 


The Islands have sent agents- "to- 


Washington to see If they cannot se-i 
cure some advantage for their sugar 
over other sugar imported into this 
country by making some concessions 
on Imports from the United States. The 
concessions they made under the for- 
mer reciprocity agreements bad 
TO. 


perceptible effect upon the amount of 
our exports, because the articles chiefly 
Imported into the British West Indies 
from the United States are those that 
they must get here, and -a'little, more 
or less duty has little or nd effect upon 
the purchases. If they were prepared 
to make concessions on these Articles, 
then our Government mlght.reply that 
the concessions were merely nominal; 
that It might reduce .the price to .the 
islanders, but would not increase the 
imports froni the Untted^fiKates or af- 
fect the prices." 
• ' 
But it is a serious question whethei 


they can offer concessions which vil 
be important even on their face. The 
colonies depend In great measure on 
customs duties for support of the co- 
lonial governments, and they certain- 
ly cannot spare much revenue. 


In 1898 our commerce with the Brit- 


ish West Indies was rather better than, 
in 1895, but not so good as 1891. In 
the last fiscal year our -exports to the 
islands amounted to $8:235,678, o 
which 15,362,788 was breadstuffs, $1, 
393,741 wa» provisions and dairy prod 
nets, $619,453 was wood and manufac- 
tures of it, and $191,335 was illuminat- 
ing oil. Nothing -short of prohibitory 
duties would prevent the Islands from 
getting these things front us. Our 1m 
ports from the islands #ere4lO,«32,187 
of which $4,551,282 wajfr-flnjjar, a little 
more than the amount in 1895 and a 
great deal less than ia 189L Half a 
million was in oranges and a quarter 
of a million in sponges. "Both ^Florida 
and California would protest agains 
free oranges. The other exports o 
Importance are already tree. We im 
ported $262,422 of dyewoods, $1,370,274 
of cocoa, $258$08 of coffee and $1,953, 
816 worth of bananas, afi of which are 
on our free list. To put all sugars on 
the free list would be relatively little 
avail to the islands. The-West Indian 
sugar already derives some protection 
from the countervailing duties we im 
pose on sugars that receive export 
bounties. We have very little Induce- 
ment from any point of view to put 
the sugar of the British West Indlea 
on the free list While collecting duties 
on other sugars, and we should involve 
ourselves in trouble with Contlnenta 
nations over the "most favored nation' 
clause in our treaties with them if w 
attempted it 
Relief might come to the islands by 


annexation to the United States, bu 
our people show no eagerness to ac 
quire them, and we have no Inform* 
tion that they desire to be annexec 
though there is a feeling among th 
colonist*, stronger of course by reason 
of last year's changes in Porto Rico 
and Cuba, that they must get into th 
United States or starve to death. Ther 
is no present prospct of any succor fo 
t»em except from 
their

The. Fearful Story Told 


by J. W. Barry. 


Sick In His Cabin for a Month With 


the Body of Hw Com- 


panion. 


J. W. Barry of San Francisco 
ar- 


rived yesterday by the bark Mohican 
He "will remain in this cily for some 
weeks. He is a Teturned Klondiker 
-and his experiences in that frozen re- 
gion may be of interest and serve as 
a warning to those who may contract 
the gold fever: 


t "Mr. Barry was for twelve years fore- 
inan of the Spreckels Sugar Refinery, 
and "went to Alaska in search of a for- 
tune two years ago in coinpany with 
W. W. Duflteld, an employe of the 
aante ~ corporation. - ' He 
has 
re- 


turn'ed with a tale of suffering which 
perhaps has not a parallel in the his- 
toiy of the frozen North. The re- 
turned gold-seeker Is" hardly the same 
man who left San Francisco In 1897. 
At that time he was buoyant with hope 
and health, weighing In the neighbor' 
hood of 200 pounds.~ Today he is a 
mete semblance of his' former self, 
having, through hardship and suffer- 
ing, lost eighty pounds. Tet this man, 
whose storx is replete with sensations] 
passages, declares that he is going 
back to the Klondike regions with two 
objects in view: to bring back gold 
and the body of bis partner, which is 
buried in a forsaken cabin at the up- 
per end of the Trangic river. 


It is just two years since Barry anc 


Duffield, the latter now dead, started 
over the White Pass with two other 
San Francisco men—W. Koster and 
W. Duff. The party experienced the 
usual rough trip, the unfortunate-Buf- 
field becoming snow-blind .tor a snort 
period.' 'On-reaching-Fort Tuko% Bar- 
ry "and Buffield separated from their 
companions, going up the Porcupine 
river as far as Black river. From 
there they proceeded up the Trangic 
river and encamped at the foot of the 
mountains. For weeks they tolled in 
an effort to locate the yellow metal 
At this point Duffield was taken sick 
with scurvy and finally had to 
around on crutches. His illness be- 
came so critical .that Barry had to 
stop work and devote'all his attention 
to the sufferer. Shortly before mid- 
night on April 25 Duffield died. Barry 
was prostrated from sorrow and over- 
work, and while scarcely able to craw 
around, through weakness, he man 
aged to. dig a pit in the center of the 
cabin and place Duffiftld's body in it 
The hole not being deep enough, thi 
knees of the dead -man, which had no 
teen straightened- out after bis de 
mlse, protruded. 


For one whole month Barry lived in 


.the cabin, sick; and distressed, his only 
company, being the, body of his part 
ner, whose knees emphasized his pres 
ence. The loneliness of his condition 
becoming past endurance, Barry mad 
a supreme effort to get away. Although 
the river was only fifty yards from his 
cabin, it took him two days to craw 
on his hands and knees back am 
forth with blankets and provisions fo 
his trip. He then crawled into his 
canoe and cast himself adrift, but I 
was not long before he was caught in 
an ice-jam. For three days he re- 
mained in the boat, suffering untold 
horrors. When found a few days la 
ter by an Indian ie was in an uncon 
scions condition. The friendly native 
packed Barry to Fort Tukon, and from 
there he was sent to Circle City, where 
Dr. Partridge, of 733 Shotwell street 
San Francisco, 18 located. Under hi 
kindly ministrations Barry recover* 
and was enabled to leave Alaska and 
return to San Francisco. 


Despite these hardships Barry in 


tends returning to that cheerless coun 
try, and hopes to bring back gold an 
the body of his partner.

H. M. Whitney of Honolulu, former- 


y editor and proprietor of the Hono- 
ulu Commercial Advertiser, and now 
a prominent publisher, was in Port- 
land yesterday, says a recent number 
of the Oregonian. He recently arrived 
n Vancouver, B. C., on the liner Mio- 
wera,,and will leave tomorrow for San 
Francisco, where he will make a brief 
visit before sailing for home. Mr. 
Whitney "says there Is no truth what- 
ever in the report emanating 
from 


Washington that there is likely to De 
aa. .uprising of the natives against the 
United States Government. President 
Dole, he says, is exceedingly popular 
with both natives and foreigners, and 
has the Government well in hand. The 
natives are better, off under the Stars 
and Stripes than they have ever been 
before, and* the most of them realize 
t. All of them who can read and write 
will be given the franchise, which 
gives them a very considerable power, 
their voting strength being about 4,000 
while the foreign Voting population la 
not more than 2,500. A call for voters 
to qualify has been made. The regu- 
lar election for the assembly will pro- 
bably come off in September, but the 
date has not yet,been fixed. 


Mr. Whitney regards President Dole 


as the very best man "Who could be se- 
lected for Governor of the Islands, 
and says it is the wish of the best 
class of foreign residents that ae be 
appointed. He understands and speaks 
the native tongue, and 1 popular with 
the native tongue, and is popular with 
Is considered essential for a sncceaful 
Governor. He is a fine man, and has 
given the Islands a plendid adminis- 
tration. 
The exclusion of the Chinese by the 


United States will be a great benefit to 
the Islands,,in Mr. Whitney's estima- 
tion. This and other "benefits the na- 
tives have been quick to see, and while 
the Queen still has, a small following, 
nearly all the Hawailana ar% falling in- 
to-line and will become first-class cftl- 
?ens. 


The census of the Islands will be ta- 


ken by the Government next year. It 
IB expected that it will reach-140,000, 
as many people have come in since the 
last census, which placed tfie popula- 
tion at 110,000. There are about 40,000 
people in Honolulu alone, more than 
half of whom -are natives. 


Mr. Whitney says that any Industri- 


ous man, with enough money to buy a 
small place—$2,000 or $3,000—can do 
•well in the Islands, and will be sure 
to be happy and'contented, as the cli- 
mate la healthful and the surroundings 
pleasant Like any ^tiier countm Ha- 
waii Is no 'place for a poor man. 


It is expected that many improve- 


ments will be made as soon as the 
United States takes hold. The harbor 
which is small, can be doubled in size 
by dredging, and this, It Is expected 
will be one of the first things that wil 
be done. 
Mr. Whitney first -went to Honolulu 


in 1856. He has been in business there 
since that time, making annual visits 
to the United States. He has frequent- 
ly been in Portland, and has a large 
acquaintance here. The late W. A. 
Daly was an apprentice in nis printing- 
office in early days. Mark Twain used 
to make Mr. Whitney's office his head 
quarters when he was a newspaper 
correspondent in-Honolnlu, man? years 
ago, and Mr. Whitney tells many-pleas- 
ant anecdotes of the great humorist

Following is tine report rendered by 


Rev. John M. Lewis on mission work 
In the Island of Maui to the Hawaiian 
Evangelical Association for the year 
ending June, 1899: 


When I was sent to this Xaland to 


take up the work of the board/my com- 
mission was somewhat indefinite, "Do 
what you can," was the commission 
"find your own way; get" ft&o the na- 
tive work, but be careful not to offend 
the native pastors by assuming author- 
tty/not approved by the presbytery/' 
My work has been narrowed in- its 
scope from two limitations—one of not 
being proficient in the native tongue; 
the other of possessing no real authori- 
ty commensurate with my supposed re- 
sponsibility. I have, however, acted 
upon the principle of doing what I 
could and of gradually getting into the 
native work. I have visited and held 
services in nearly every native church 
on Maui, in some more frequently than 
n others. The field is too large, and 
some churches are too inaccessible to 
>e visited as frequently as I should de- 
sire. I have also preached at stated 
intervals to the English congregations 
at both Wailuku and Kanaka And in 
English to the students oNKast Maui 
and Lahainaiuna Seminaries: la con- 
unction with the native and English 
work I have conducted communion ser- 
vices, at regular Intervals, at both the 
Japanese and various centers of the 


hinese missions. I have baptised, 


during the year, forty persons, ranging 
n ages from a babe four months old to 
a grey-haired man sixty-two years of 
age. I have received twenty-two into 
Christian fellowship. There Is a pros- 
pect of a number of thfr older students 
of the Lahainaiuna Seminary uniting 
with the church in the near future. 


The native churches of Maul and 


rlolokai are, on the whole, holding 
heir own. No special aggressive work 
has been done to 'bring new additions 
nto the churches. In somejcases the 
churches and the pastor seem to be too 
well satisfied with present attainments 
.o bring to bear the power of the gos- 
>el uym the unregenerated lives of 
their own parish. And some pastors 
seem to have a very limited conception 
of their scope of work. The Sunday 
sermon "and two or three calls during 
he week on their own church-members 
s the supposed extent of-their work, 
while no effort in particular Is made to 
bring in the non-church-going people 
nto the church relations. f Frequently 
he pastor is not found In his own par- 
sh during the week, but is off some- 
where else doing other wojrk/Attempts 
tave been made by your representative 
:o enlarge the conception. 6t a pastor's 
duty through letters and,, visitations, 
and particularly toy a series -of ques- 
ions sent to each pastor'to be an- 
swered. The pastors, we believe, are 
gradually acquiring a broader view of 
heir work, and gradually learning 
their true relation to the community 
and of their duty t;o the whole parish. 
The political prejudices, which hither- 
to might have held people aloof from 
.he churches, are fast disappearing, to 
.hat it gives the greater reason for the 
>astor to exert his energies to Induce 
hese non-church-going people to iden- 
.ify themselves wtth church life. For 
the strong, earnest, faithful pastor 
here is a magnificent work along just 
his line of aggressiveness. And there 
are some indications, beneath the sur- 
ace that a new and more active spirit 
s beginning to manifest itself which 
s a prophecy of better things for 
hrist and the church. 
One of the most important questions 
hat must come to the earnest and 
thoughtful pastor just now^is how to 
reclaimtheyoungpeopleand keep those 
already in the church, especially 
the 


young men and women who are coming 
ut of our schools and seminaries. 
There is a large class of young people 
growing up with whom the older pas- 
ora are not keeping pace in knowledge. 
t is a grave problem how these young 
people are to be kept In the church 
when the pulpit is not up to the mod- 
ern standard of intelligence of the na- 
tive youth; and when the church ser- 
vices are still conducted In that life- 
ess, stilted and sombre style which is 
oporiflc in its effect 
Some of the 


jastors belong to the old regime and 
re jealous of any change, and conse- 
uently there-is no freshness in chur* 
ife or in the presentation of the gos- 
el 
One church in particular is suf- 


ering from just this cause." Another 
indrance to the work of the church 


which might be mentioned, is the per- 
istency with which some pastors hold 
n to their pastorates when they have 
ong since lost their influence among 
be people. There are few churches on 
Sis Island that would 
profit 
bv a 


hange of pastors. 
The church at Wailuku Is kt pre&ent 
n a critical condition. It is now pas- 
orless 
Though this field is, confes- 


sedly, a difficult one, yet with a strong 
able man the church could be brought 
again to its former standing. In con- 
nection with Wailuku the new pastor 
hould look after the two fields, Ka- 
.ului and Waikapu A revived interest 
s manifesting itself among the people 
of Kanpo 
The matter of repairing, 


he church IB being taken up by them 
"he cborch In •without a pastor. The 
parlor at Klpabulu might make retru- 
ar preaching appointments with theoe 
people till a man be fonnd (o jrfve bin 
•whole time lo thin work 


The perplexing Question which con- 
ronts our churches 
id the financial 


ne, and especially in the msutler of 
he p*rtor's support. In only about 


•o chnrcbfts has half the pantor'n sal- 


ary been raised on the ground, the re»t 


fell far short of this amount in the! 
contributions. Consequently the pas 
tors are most Inadequately supported. 
And they too often become objects o 
charity to the parish and to outsld 
friends; or they are compelled to ne 
gleet their duties as ministers in the! 
search for family support. 
Many 


pastor is thus hindered from giving hi 
entire time to his pulpit and to pastor 
al duties. Can the churches raise mor 
on their own field than they do? W 
believe they can. It is true that in 
some fields there is not much money 
in circulation. «But it nevertheless i 
true that the 'churches can contrlbut 
more toward their pastor's suppor 
than is at present done by the major 
ity of the churches. 
And som 


churches could be made almost self 
supporting, if a proper and systemati 
method was employed in the collection 
of money, 
money. 
The Pastoral Aid Committee is now 


making a strong effort towards indue 
ing the churches to Increase their con 
tributions, and to lessen their depend 
ence on outside support. Recently th 
committee, in conjunction with Mr. H 
P. Baldwin, the generous friend of the 
native churches, has issued the rule 
that the committee will contribute as 
much as the churches-raise, up to one- 
tialf the salary; and when the churches 
have raised their half, if they are not 
able, after an honest effort to raise 
more, the committee . will contribute 
the other half; but before a pastor re- 
ceives any aid from this committee he 
s required to fill out a monthly blank 
reporting on the condition of his flelc 
and the work that has been done dur- 
ing the month. 


A word to regard to our Sunday 


schools. Here Is a most excellent op- 
portunity for our young men and wom- 
m who are graduating from our sem- 
naries to" take up Christian work. Our 
schools 
need 
teachers—intelligent 


young men and women who will give 
ime and attention to the children of 
heir neighborhood^ At our lastySun- 
day School Association meeting a new 
Impulse was given to this work, which, 
we believe, will bear fruit. At the next 
meeting of the association there will 
be a regular program, and time will be 
set apart for the discussion of Sunday 
school methods. Mr. Keliinoi of Wai- 
lee mas appointed by the association 
as Sunday school superintendent for 
&e Islands. His duty wi}l be to in- 
roduce new methods into the schools 
as far as it is practicable, for the pur- 
pose of interesting, the young Hawaii- 
ins woo do not now attend. These are 
orward movements in the work. 
In the Sunday school quarterly exhi- 
bitions the young people seem to be in- 
erested-."But as these exhibitions are 
now conducted I donbt if they'exert 
any deep, lasting influence upon the 
roung peopleiwho take part in them. 
These exhibitions are conducted too 
much in a spirit of rivalry. Sunday 
after Sunday, long before these exhibi- 
:lons take place, much time is spent 
>y Individual schools In practically 
nothing else but drilling choruses and 
n memorizing the headings of the 
Sunday school lessons, while the reaj 
work of teaching the 
fundamental 
truths of the lesson is being neglected 
[ do not wish to appear as objecting 
to these quarterly meetings. But 
do wish to see this spirit of rivalry 
eliminated and these exhibitions rep- 
resent the real work of the Sunday 
school; and that only bona fide mem- 
bers of the schools be allowed to take 
jart. If properly conducted, these 
satherings could be made a^ strong 
rower for good. I would suggest that 
hese occasions be made opportunities 
'or evangelistic effort to get the young 
mople to decide definitely for the 
Jhristian life. Let them be exhlbi- 
lons, not for show, tout for character- 
mailing.

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THE PERIOD OF ADOLESCEHCk 


PirticuUrty Ptvorrtte to HelfroM Awtktn-

The fourth of Professor Dowry's lec- 


tures on "Child :Life" was presented 
last evening at the High SchooL; By 
far it was the most interesting of the 
series thus far, in subject and detail. 
The lecture dwelt with theimpulses 
and emotions which come into file 
youta's mind during ihe period pt 
adolescence, a^ the feeling of ; con- 
selousnesa as given expression-in his 
feelings toward others. The emotions 
bring 'about a; moral awakening and 


. mark a change in his intellectual atti- 


tude. Continuing generally along these 
subjects, the Professor. rsaid: ; 


"This particuiaf period is generally, 


known as the; period of adolescence, 
and comes at. afcinitjthe' age of 13. Be- 
fore touching upon this feature, I wish 
to speak of the emotions in general. 
Adolescence is perhaps more irregular 
in its' manifestations, and it is vnbt 


* quite possible to; fix upon any one 


phase which is the most important, but 
there is a large mental change con- 
nected with; this period; a decided 
changfr in disposition, especially/ ijn 


' th> social feelings.- The simplest state*, 


ment'we find of all-our activities is 
that they are.responses oradjustmenta 
to stimuli;- Bach one of; us is a force 
into which is continually streaming an 
indefinite number of'sttmulf,-and the 
conduct consists in responding to this 
stimuli in such a way as to ,success- 


. fully maintain anyact of burs." Sly 


ability to stand on this floor is depend- 
ent upon the stimuli which tomes from 
contact with the soles of jny" feet and 
other articles, which-come to the eye; 
if one of these stimuli is diseased my 
ability to retain, my equilibrium would 
1w affected. Take a wood-engraver, for 
Instance; see how every motion he 
makes is. a response to the stimuli as 
he works upon the wood. Our mnscu- 
,lar,flS3rtei$ i» to take hold of these 
" stimuli to a regular way that we are 


perfectly adjusted. - As to the bearing 
of that upon the emotions, Professor 
James of Harvard has advanced the 
suggestion that our emotions are ac- 
companiments 
with, the 
responses 
' which we make t» toe stimuli? only 


in this case we have to think, of the 
responses not only of the muscles, but 
also all: of .tlje internal organs, 
the 


breathing,; etc. 
~ - 


""Some one told me today that a phy- 
sician toU her that if she could notice 
herself, for instance at a lecture, she 
would probably find that she was hold- 
ing her breath unconsciously, and that 
if she only "knew it, there was a. great 
loss of energy in doing that. On the 
other hand, If she -were to keep on 
breathing normally she would not find 
herself losing aiiy energy. Then with 
the'emotions there are changes in the. 
circulation of 'the blood. We blush un- 
der certain circumstances; we grow 
white with fear, shovrtng that the reac- 
tion extends to the circulation as well 
as to the muscles. Children, too, have 
a heavy ieeling in the pit of the stom- 
ach when saddened or greatly de- 
pressed^-'Jf you take the terms for joy, 
or elation, mdSt all of them show a 
superabundance of energy. Mr. iJaibes' 
theory "B that our emotions'are the 
way, really, in which we f,eeL He says, 
and violently, too, that we do not run 
away because we feel afraid; we feel 
afraid because we run away. That we 
do not strike because we are angry; 


. we are angry because we strike. You 


can see that a .person feels afraid 
when he doesn't run away. ; In' this 
way a gross response and movement 
of the whole body is suppressed, but 
you find the Movement of the muscles 
shows a changed breathing, a change 
of feeling even in the pit of the stom- 
ach. The theory seems paradoxical in 
the extreme, but you will see there is 
a good deal of truth in it If you no- 
tice • yourself walking along a dark 
street at night and you hear a noise 
suddenly that noise is a stimulus. 
•Walking in the dark, where you can- 
not see, the stimulus has an -effect 
which it wouldotherwisenot havelProf. 
James wrote an article in one of the 
magazines a short time ago pointing 
out tiat the nervous dram on the av- 
erage American is due. to the fact that 
he never quite relaxes himself, his ner- 
vous tension, at any time completely. 
When you feel worried, if you take 
great pains to unravel your brow, you 
will b« surprised to find how much of 
the mental worry and depression* goes 
along with the unravelling. In sub- 
stance, then, emotion is due to the 
change in the breathing apparatus, 
blood activity, due to the activity 
which respond* to the stimulus given. 


"When one gel* to doing something 


habitually and we do it without think- 
ing and without fear, the habitual ac- 
tivity i* automatic, but any disturb- 
ance in it, any difficulty coming In, or 
in other words, any break In the habit 
occurring, which arouses or excite* us, 
emotion come*. Now when we have «.n 
emotional 
outburst 
accompanying 


aoolemcence great 
changes can be 


looked for In our character. At this 
period there are new sUmcl! coming 
Into tbe orct^Tn with great force, and 
there are no habitual or fixefl mode* 
of re*pcmw> to these. The chief rtimn- 
m» which cttmtf flt. Ibis time in the 
phTBlcul RrRlem Is that flr^ompa-nring 
w.xnal maturity; it mennn a mt>difiw>- 
tton of 8.11 the o^.ber forms of emotion j 
known to the child; the vbole physical j 
groirth Is changed at til* period; with j 


the coming of puberty a tremendous 
growth occurs;* It is not only in the 
growth itself, the Increase In height 
and "weight, but the structure of the 
system changes; the large trunk mus- 
cles begin to grow, and ute youth has 
entered on the 'awkward age'; they 
seem over-grown. All this means a 
stirring up, then, of the physical sys- 
tem and the reception of a newlstimull 
and sense of reaction. 'The new im- 
pulses of sex which dawn at this pe- 
riod are the ones which make him be- 
come a memDer of the race of human- 
kind and announce his sex. It is not 
surprising, then, at this time that 
there Id a tremendous reconstruction 
going on in the entire mental and mor- 
al make-up of the youth, «s well as In 
the physical. That seems to be the 
explanation as far as it can be given 
of the change which comes at this 
time—the awakening of the intellect- 
ual Impulses which make the Individ 
ual an organic member of the human 
race and with the life of humanity as 
a whole. It is not strange that he 
feels different to himself and to others, 
and takes on new characteristics and 
a change of methods. 
"I heard a teacher once say -that 


when a boy or girl began to take great 
interest in themselves, in their clothes, 
as far as making an 'appearance' be- 
fore others was concerned, because 
they, .were thinking what some of the 
other sex would think of them, it was 
then time' for them to study technical 
grammar. That simple statement Illus- 
trates the character of the change 
which is going on, that is, the social 
accompaniments of this cnange. Vague 
longings come at this time; tie child 
before this has perhaps ends and aims 
in the sense that he sees certain re- 
•sults, - but tti(B normal youth doesn't 
have ideas—be doesn't have aspirations 
at large. Now, whether every youth 
has these vague aspirations, I cannot 
say, but It Is certainly characteristic 
of the average youth to have these 
longings, to have these ideas of a gen- 
eral nature, which would include a 
jgreat variety of minor details. They 
partake largely of the inner nature of 
the youth and not of the outward; he 
may want to be a soldier or a lawyer, 
but it is only a physical thing which 
he has in mind. On the other hand; 
the other side.of his nature being ta- 
ken possession of 'by these longings, 
it is liable to create a romantic spirit 
This is the period when the youth Is 
continually: running away, from 'home, 
and the sea seems to possess the great- 
est attraction to Mm;, it seems to pre- 
sent an unbounded expanse and is gen- 
erally in greatest contrast with his life 
at home. The youth feels that the 
life at home has restrictions and re- 
straints, which do anything but satis- 
fy these longings which .have come up 
in him. 


"Now another side of this same ex- 


perience of being filled with large 
ideals is seen in religious affairs. Some 
students In the United State* have ta- 
ken the pains to collect a large amount 
of statistics of this joining the church, 
and it: was found that .this. period of 
adolescence, is particularly favorable 
to religious awakening—a sense of sin; 
an introduction into religious life 
seems a realization of something large 
and infinite and unbounded. They also 
find that thlsris the period for con- 
firmation in the churches. 
• 
"There is an esthetic awakening 


which: Is also characteristic of this 
T>eriod of the child's life. A woman 
told .me of a walk she toot with about 
a dozen children whose ages run from 
12 to 15; first she took them through 
the streets purposely,' and.then took 
them along the side of a river, teem- 
ing with-beauty at* every point; when 
she came back she asked them what 
was the thing that had most impressed 
them; they were divided as to whether 
it was a donkey, cart or a bunch of ba- 
nanas hanging., up in a store; there 
was not a single child who alluded in 
the. most remote way toanything in the 
nature of natural beauty. The aver- 
age boy or girl doesn't care much for 
beauty as a thing oy" itselCV 


"Now 
with the age of adolescence if 


there is any artistic beauty dojihant 
in the youth, it comes out, and conse- 
quently a new form of literature is ac- 
cessible to him. Most boys profess a 
contempt for poetry, excepf perhaps 
in the form of narrative.'. Of course, 
if it is a story by Walter Scott it ap- 
peals well to him.r The average- child 
has no interest in the generalization 
of principles as principles, no more 
than in ideas as ideas. He may be In- 
terested in rules, but that is different 
from a law of principle. Now, when 
he begins to see a larger world and 
he begins to see himself as a member 
of the larger world, then he can hard- 
ly help being interested In generaliza- 
tion of principles. It seems obvious 
to me that when a person begins to 
think of 'himself in his relations to 
home and society there comes a tre- 
mendous change in his life and meth- 
ods of thinking. 
"In three directions, then, the ethical, 


esthetic and intellectual, we find the 
awakening to larger Interests and a 
larger meaning .of things, so thaf the 
machinery of habits which has been 
formed may now be taken possession 
of, and illuminated and expanded by 
these 
larger ideal considerations 


which have come Into view. Two 
thing* seem quite obvious to me. ^In 
the first place, the emotions are a 
great awakening; it i* the emotion 
which keeps our life from becoming 
mechanical and routine. It is the 
emotion which giv«% u* force, vlvadty 
and the power of our Idea*. We may 
have two Idea* of true worth, but yet 
one remain* a piece of dead informa- 
tion; take, for instance, tbe tew of 
gravitation; we believe that it U true, 
and yet it I* but a fact to UB; it would 
have DO great bearing tn our lives. 
We have another Idea, not a firUetb 
part of tbe Intellectual worth of Ute 
other one, but we have perhaps been 
so stirred 'br the emotions eansed by 
tbe idea, that it become* a controlling 
power In our lives. The emotions are 
merely the reservoir* of energy in u*."

Survey ^htch HAS Seen Subiiltut- 


•d by the War Office for the 


One Reported. 


• (From Saturdays Dally.) ; 


There were a number of visitors at 


Colonel Ru'hlen'a office yesterday to 
view the map of -"tie water-front as 
approved by the War; Department. 
The main feature of It is that the ex- 
tensions which have lately been begun 
are to be cut oft. This 'has occasioned 
much eurprlse as the additions were 
dec'ded upon under a private tip from 
Major Langfltt, wfho was the 'head of 
the United States survey board. Fol- 
lowin> is the official description of 
the snap: 


East sWe harbor: Beginning at the 


northeast corner of the harbor, from 
which the intersection of Kekaullke 
and King streets is south 66° 25' east 
860 feet, and from which the Intersec- 
tion of the south line'of King street 
and the east line of Queen street Is 
north 62° 25' east 355 feet,'thence 
south 2? 14' west to the northwest cor- 
ner of Sorenson's wharf, thence south 
1" 15r east to the northwest corner of 
the Nuuanu street wharf, thence south 
21° 44' east along the face of sald-Nuu- 
anu street, wharf, passing Brewer's 
wharf IS feet west of its west face and 
continuing to a point where said line 
intersects, the west line of wharf front 
of what is known- as the Robinson 
property, thence south 41° 14' west 
along the wharf line of said Robinson 
property 275 feet, thence south 48° 25* 
west along.the front of.the Oceanic 
Steamship Company's wharf to a point 
15 feet -beyond .the west corner of said 
line, thence .south 11° 35' west along 
the front line of the Inter-Island Steam 
Navigation Company's Wharf through 
the westerly comer of the Kekaunoa 
wharf to a point 20 feet beyond eaid 
corner, thence south 31° 17' east to,a 
point 225 feet south 6° 15' east of 
southerly corner of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company's wharf, thence, 
south 6° 17' east 60 feel, thence south 
8° 55' west, 440 feet, thence south 38° 
20' west, parallel to and 210 feet dis- 
tant from the sea, wall, 2410 feet to a 
point on the 6-foot contour, thence 
south 7° 0V east "to deep water.

west; to a point 60 feet distant from

71° 35' west 560 feet and along the

JAPANESE IN v AMERICA. 


Most 
Numerous in Wyoming and 


California. 


We have 'had on several occasions 


to refer to the refusal of the American 
authorities to allow *he landing of 
Japanese 4n the United States, says the 
Hotfhi. Such measures on tire part of 
the Americans have been taken not 
because they consider Japanese labor 
to be unnessary, tut from some other 
motive. The latest advices from Am- 
erica are to the effect that in Wyoming 
the number of Japanese laborers lias 
reached some 4,000, yet a scarcity of 
labor is still felt On the ranches of 
California there are eome 7,000 Java- 
nese, but they are a mere bagatelle 
considering the vast extent of land 
awaiting man's operations. The pres- 
ent population of California is in the 
proportion of only 33 to the square 
mUe. and the agricultural land being 
in an initiatory stage it is natural that 


should require a large number of 


laborers for its cultivation. In the 
face of these facts the increased clam- 
or for the exclusion of Japanese may 
appear inexplicable to the uninitiated. 
The fact Is that in view of the Presi- 
dential ejection next year politicians 
are doing tneir beat to win for their 
side the sympathy of the white labor- 
ers, who are In dread of Japanese com- 
petition.

printed in the New Orleans City Item 
and afterwards reprinted in the Louie! 
ana Planter, Is reproduced in this pa 
per to show tbe feeling in the United 
States on the contract labor system: 


The Philadelphia Record calls at 


teution to a case of slavery in Hawai 
which should appeal to the sympathy 
of all humane people. It appears that 
there are thirty-seven Austrian sub- 
jects languishing in jail on the Island 
of Oahu because they refused to per- 
form work which the most robust con- 
stitution could not stand. "They were 
imported as coolies," says the Record 
"with the most alluring promises o 
the delightful life they would lead in 
that tropical region; but after the erne: 
experiences of a slave life of three 
months on a sugar plantation 
they 


escaped. As they were alleged to owe 
their pretended plantation lords some 
money for their transportation they 
were captured and put in prison In or- 
der to compel them to* re turn to their 
harsh toil." 


Here we have the outlines of a tragic 


story. The information obtained by 
the Record seems to be authentic, for 
it comes from Rabbi .M. S. Levy, o; 
San Francisco, whose authority is not 
questioned in that section of Califor- 
nia. The Record states: 


"That these contract laborers under 


a system of white slavery were im- 
ported into Hawaii from Bremen un- 
der a contract for three years' service 
Notwithstanding 
the laws of the 


United States on this subject, the 
American authorities on the Hawaiian 
Islands have evidently been much more 
zealous in enforcing an Iniquitous 
slave system in behalf of the sugar 
planters on the Islands than in obey- 
ing the humane spirit of our laws." 


It is evident that While there has 


been an extension of American au- 
thority In the Hawaiian archipelago, 
the guarantees of liberty and personal 
rights have not yet been extended to 
the humble dwellers of that region. 
More than a year has elapsed since the 
Hawaiian Islands were annexed to 
this country, and the tardiness and pro- 
crastination of Congress has resulted 
in absolute failure to establish Ameri- 
can Institutions in the Island group. 
It was for the suppression of a system 
something like that which now pre- 
vails in certain parts of Hawaii that 
the North and South went to war thir- 
ty-eight years ago. The Record truth- 
fully says: 


"The slave-owners in the South pro- 


vided for human property after it was 
too old and decrepit to work; but un- 
der the Hawaiian system men are en- 
slaved for a certain contract period, 
during which their llfeblood is sucked 
out of them, and then they are flung 
away to die in want and misery. It 
appears from the policy of the Govern- 
ment that the Hawaiian Islands were 
annexed for the sole benefit of a few 
sugar planters, and that the rest of the 
inhabitants are not worthy of consid- 
eration. This is what explains why 
the abominable system of coolie labor 
flourishes in all its pristine vigor on 
the Hawaiian Islands, under the full 
protection of the Government of the 
United States, and under the folds of 
the starry flag." 


The Record may argue from 
the 


standpoint of Democracy, but its posi- 
tion is impregnable. It Is clear that 
we have much to do in Hawaii and the 
sooner we undertake the task the soon- 
jr will we advance the interests of elv- 
llzation.
